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April 26-27, 2018 -- Al Franken's chief inquisitor, Kirsten Gillibrand, linked to New York sex slave cult 

Known as the "#MeToo" senator who was the first Democratic senator to call for the resignation of her 
Democratic colleague from Minnesota Al Franken over a series of dubious sexual harassment allegations, 

Kirsten Gillibrand is now mentioned as a potential 2020 presidential candidate to take on Donald Trump. 
Gillibrand has long been known as a fierce critic of institutions that are lackadaisical on preventing sexual 
harassment in the workplace, particularly the military. So, it is even more surprising that the junior senator from 
New York and possible presidential candidate would be connected with the NXIVM (pronounced "nexium") sex 
slave cult, whose leader, Brooklyn-born Kenneth Raniere - called "Vanguard" by his followers - was recently 
busted by federal authorities. Television actress Allison Mack, reputedly NXIVM's second-in-command, was also 
arrested. Mexican authorities allege that Raniere and his cult were involved in sex trafficking and that the victims 
involved minors. 


Gillibrand is the daughter of longtime Albany lobbyist and political fixer Doug 
Rutnik. Gillibrand is no stranger to powerful New York politicians. Her 
grandmother, Dorothea "Polly" Noonan, was close to the powerful Corning 
political family. Rutnik, who divorced Gillibrand's mother, also served as the 
attorney for the NXIVM sex slave cult, which maintains its headquarters in 
Clifton Park, 20 miles north of Albany, and branded female sex slaves with 
cult leader Raniere's initials. Raniere also required his female members to 
submit to photographs of their vaginas, "collateral" he would then make public 
in the event they failed to obey his orders. For Gillibrand to have called for 
Franken's resignation over a few innocuous hand gestures and comments, 
which Gillibrand believed constituted serious sexual harassment unworthy of a 
senator, makes the junior senator from New York a paragon of hypocrisy. 

Rutnik received $25,000 a month from NXIVM for his legal services. 

Most of NXIVM's income comes from sisters Sara and Clare 
Bronfman, heiresses of the Seagram's whisky fortune. Another 
follower of NXIVM is Pamela Cafritz, daughter of Washington 
socialites Buffy and Bill Cafritz. NXIVM also had Trump's close friend 
and adviser Roger Stone, a notorious Republican dirty tricks 
operative, on its payroll. Rutnik is also close friends with Republican 
former New York senator Alphonse D'Amato, who was recently in the 
news for engaging in a profanity-laden screaming session with his 
hospitalized estranged wife, an episode that went viral on YouTube. 

It is not just Rutnik who has had a relationship with NXIVM. It turns out that his wife, 

Gwen Bellcourt, Gillibrand's stepmother, was deeply involved with NXIVM through its president, Nancy Salzman, 
a neuro-linguistic programming "nurse." Raniere and Salzman cooked up the idea for NXIVM in the late 1990s. 
Raniere's first major scam, Consumers Buyline, Inc., went bankrupt after being subjected to 25 separate 
investigations by 23 states' attorneys general for being a fraudulent pyramid scheme. 

In 2003, Kristin Marie Snyder, a member of NXIVM from Alaska, turned up missing. Snyder had grown 
disillusioned with the cult and desperately wanted out. She disappeared and her body was never found. Snyder 
left a note, which was found by police: "I was brainwashed and my emotional center of the brain was 
killed/turned off." 
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Salzman and the Bronfman sisters were members of the Clinton Global Initiative, which required a $15,000 
donation for a single-year membership. However, the cult has also been a generous donor to Republican 
coffers, including $31,600 ponied up in 2007 for the New York Republican Senate Campaign Committee. 


It is also significant that among Gillibrand's top donors has been Clare Bronfman. Federal Election Commission 
records show that Bronfman kicked in $2,400 to Gillibrand's 2010 special election campaign for the Senate to fill 
outgoing Senator Hillary Clinton's seat. Gillibrand continues to support the impeachment action taken against 
President Bill Clinton over his sexual indiscretions while in office. Even though her father served as Raniere's 
attorney and Albany fixer and she took campaign donations from Bronfman, Gillibrand claims she has never 
heard of NXIVM, other than what she recently read in the newspaper. However, the Albany Times-Union, 
Forbes, Vanity Fair, New York Post, and Buffalo's Artvoice have published scores of articles about NXIVM over 
more than fifteen years, which means that Senator Gillibrand is lying about a cult that treats woman as sex 
slaves and considers women to be the property of their male masters. Gillibrand's Democratic Party supporters 
are referring to NXIVM as an "executive coaching and self-help company," and not for what it is - a sex slave 
cult. 

Now, what did Al Franken do or say that was so egregious that it required Senator Gillibrand to act as his chief 
inquisitor? Gillibrand, in defending her call for Franken to resign, said the only thing she would change about her 
initial stance is that she "might have done it sooner.” Senator Gillibrand's feigned ignorance about a sex slave 
cult involving members of her family that also trafficked in minors only leaves one question -- when will she 
resign her U.S. Senate seat?" 
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
